be“ Raymer Indicted. 

Although the grand jury investigation is 
being held in secret, it is known that the 
indictment against Abe Raymer was re- 
turned early this afternoon. Later Raymer, 
through a visitor, the representative of the 
Jewish Courier, gave out a statement to the 
effect that his presence in the mob was unpre- 
meditated and that he did not have an active 
part in the killing of Donnegan. 

This is in contradiction te the report to the 
effect that the police had a confession from 
Raymer in which he implicated a man known 
as Red Davenport, who is said to have 
drawn the razor across Donnegan’s throat. 

Detective Evan Jones and Capt. Charles 
Walz of troop D, First Illinois cavairy, whe 
found Raymer on the night of the lynching, 
were the principal witnesses against Ray- 
mer. A number of cavairymen also testi- 
hed. 


Bowe’s Assailants Hunted. 


The authorities are working to secure evi- 
dence against the assailants of William H. 
Bowe, who is in a critical condition at St. 
John's hospital as the result of an attack by 
negroes early Saturday morning. 

The attitude of the state's attorney’s office 
indicates that Mr. Bowe's assailants are 
known. 

‘rhe spirit of bravado which has been 
shown by some individuals of the bad element 
is dying out. The sheriff's force today ar- 
rested James McIntyre, who was reported to 
have said he saw a man cut William Donne- 
gan’s throat. Once in a cell McIntyre's tune 
changed. He declared that he was no closer 
to the lynching than the state house. A 
woman named Ethel Howe was arrested to- 
day on a charge of inciting riot. 

The authorities have learned that the 
threatened trouble between white and black 
miners employed in the neighboring mines 
has been prevented by the operators and mine 
union officials. 


Plans in Klein Case Complete. 


Plans were completed tonight for the deliv- 
ery to the civil authorities of Joseph B. Klein 
of Chicago, private in company A, First in- 
fantry, who stabbed Earl Nelson with a 
bayonet at Kankakee while the regiment was 
en route to Springfield. 

Every effort will be made to see that Klein 
is not subjected to any indignity at Kanka- 
kee. Capt. Harry B. Chamberlain has been 
ordered to accompany the party to Kankakee 
as a representative of the National guard, 
and Judge D. G. Thompson will represent the 
attorney general's department. 

Klein will be escorted to the jail by soldiers 
and there formally turned over to the local 
civil authorities. As soon as this has been 
accomplished, Judge Thompson will move 
for Klein's release on hail, Col. Sanborn of 
the First regiment having begun arrange- 
ments for this step on his arrival in Chicago 
tonight. It is the determination: of the au- 
thorities here that Klein shal! be treated only 
as a member of the state forces who has 
been accused of a crime of which he is pre- 
sumed to be innocent. 


More Troops Ordered Home. 

Martial law is near its end in Springfield. 
Following the departure of the First and 
Fourth regiments today Gov. Deneen ordered 
the Second and Fifth regiments and three 
companies of the Third regiment home. The 
First cavalry and the Seventh regiment will 
remain. 

The governor also ordered that all patrol 
duty should stop at midnight tonight and 
placed the remaining troops at the call of 
Sheriff Werner of Sangamon county. 

This action has aroused the fears of the 
colored people of Springfield, and delegations 
were hastily sent to the state, county, and 
city officials to protest agairet a relaxation 
of the military régime. The authorities’ ef- 
forts to quiet thie feeling were only partially 
successful. 


Exodus of Blacks Renewed. 

Scores of the terror stricken blacks sought 
refuge in the arsenal. Early in the evening, 
almost twice as many applications for shelter 
had been received there as on previous 
nights. 

The exodus of negroes, which had begun 
to abate, was renewed. Trains and trolley 
care were used by those foriunate enough 
to possess a little money, but many of the 
unfortunates took to the road, tramping 
across the country in a drizzling rain. It is

violating them. 

It appears that Mrs. Chadbourne is not 
feally what might be called an intimate 
end of Mrs. Gardner.

prove incorrect, this third woman was the 
Gmtermediary between Mrs. Gardner and 
Mra.

Ht is not known just when the first prop- 
Dasition to smuggle the goods into the coun- 
ary wae made to Mrs. Chadbourne, but it is 
@ertain that she was asked to do it many 
times before finally she consented. 

She was in Europe in June, when she made 
up her mind to oblige her intimate friend and 
thus oblige her casual friend Mrs. Gardner. 
Mre. Gardner's goods were in storage in Eu- 
rope. She had them shipped to London. 

When Mrs. Chadbourne got ready toreturn 
te America she went to the United States 
econeul’s office in London and told him that 
he was an American citizen and desired to 
ship to America her household goods. She 

asked if she had to place an exact valuation 
on them. 


SWEARS TO $8,600. VALUE. 
‘According to her story the consul, or the 
person acting for him in his office, said that 
as they were household goods and therefore 
free of duty it made little difference what 
valuation she placed on them. Thereupon 
she decided to value them at $8,600, and 
the Invoices and statements were made out 
dy the American consul! as household goods 
et a valuation of $8,600, she swearing to 
the correctness of the figures. 
Some of Mrs. Chadbourne’s friends yester- 
day were inclined to criticise what they called 
lack of care on the part of the American

After getting the invoices and declaration

They were 
shipped on the steamer Philadelphia, arriv- 
fmg in New York on June 22 and reaching 
Chicago on June 30. : 


INSURED FOR $60,000.

| SXPLOSION IN CUSTOM HoUsE. 


Some question did arise in the minds of 


_ @ome of the clerks when, after the entry 
nad been made, the property had been classi- 
mod, and preparations for asking for a per- 
_ Hilh-do remove tbe boxes trom the custody of 
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the government were under way, a messen- 
ger from the customs officials appeared with 
an order for all the records in the case. 

It seems that Special Agent Webb was 
strolling through tge bonded warehouse 
when somebody called his attention to the 
packages, without any knowledge of the 
mine he was about to explode. Just exactly 
what started Mr. Webb’s informant or Mr. 
Webb on the trail is not known. It prob- 
ably was official instinct. . 

But, anyway, the boxes were opened and 
instead of household goods they found five 
tapestries, one a beautiful piece of work 
about ten feet square, entitled 4 Boy in 
Springtime,” and another one in four sec- 
tions telling the story of Rebecca at the well. 


FIND MARBLE MASTERPIECE. 

In another case they found an Italian 
renaissance bust of a man, known technically 
as a portrait bust, and being therefore of no 
individual in particular. When the experts 
got their eyes on it one of them sald We ton- 
sidered it one of the finest, if not the finest, he 
ever had seen. 

The Italian fresco, found in another case, 
which is about ten feet long and four feet 
wide, if valued at approximately $40,000 and 
also is a masterpiece. Another case brought 
to light three Gothic iron candelabra, and 
the last one a beautiful Virgin and Child“ 
by Linne.

Then the official wheels started arornd. 
Collector Ames was calied in, Appraiser 
O’Shaughnessy was sent for, and Charles P. 
Montgomery, special agent of the treasury 
department in Washington, who had been in 
Michigan on a vacation, was also dragged 
into consultation. A jury of experts was 
impanele@ and they, without any hesitation, 
placed a minimum value of over $80,000 on 
the articles. 

Mrs. Chadbourne soon learned that the 
fat was in the fire and negotiations for a ser- 
tlement of the case were begun. George W. 
Sheldon & Co., the largest custom house 
brokers in America, were called in to repre- 
sent Mra Chadbourne. For two weeks nego- 
tiations proceeded between Chicago and 
Washington with the final result of the im- 
position of the $80,000 duty and penalty. 

At the present time the articles are in the 
cashier’s vault in the custom house Offices 
in the federal building. The vault in question 
is a large one and just within the door, 
stacked from floor to ceiling, are the boxes 
bearing in painted letters the abbreviation, 
“Am. Ex. Co.,“ the shortened title of the 
American Express company, which brought 
the goods in. 

Few of the government officials were will- 
ing to talk about the case yesterday. Asa 
matter of fact, hardly any of them officially 
would admit its existence. 


OFFICIALS TALE LITTLE. 

James C. Ames, collector of the port, who, 
by the seizure of the Chadbourne-Gardner 
chattele became custodian of the cases, has 
been for the last few days on his farm on 
Lake Ida, near Alexandria, Minn. 

In his place site John Hitt, a brother of the 
late Congressman R. R. Hitt, who is chief 
doputy of the customs office. * 

“It ig against the rules of the department 
to give out any information regarding en- 
tries, seizures, or any other items of its busi- 
ness,” he said. Our work is done, and, I 
must say, well done. We have the property; 
but all the papers in the case have been 
turned over to the treasury department in 
Washington and it ia now entirely in their 
hands.“ 

Mr. Hitt expressd the opinion that, with the 
treasury department once having completed 
its task in connection with the smuggling, the 
department of justice would not be slow to 
act in a decisive manner. 

“That man upstairs,“ he said, referring to 
District Attorney Sims, is used to handling 
big cases and there are no half way measures 
about bim. He doesn’t make flsh of one and 
flesh of another. When the records are 
placed fn his hands I expect the lew will be 
enforced without consideration for the names 
of the defendants, unless it will be for em- 
phasis that their offenses are even less ex- 
cusable than those of the ignorant or needy.”’ 
SIMS’ KNOWLEDGE UNOFFICIAL. 

So far as could be learned the only know!l- 
edge Mr. Sims has of the case was conveyed 
there by the official notification from the 
custom house of the seizure of an entry on 
charges of fraudulent invoice. This contains 
only the number of the entry and the name of 


| the importer, and no further details will be 
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prosecution. 

Assistant District Attorney Ben Davis, who 
returned to the Chicago office from his Texas 
ranch to become special counsel for the gov- 
ernment in the beef trust case and since 
then has been retained in his former position 
as regular assistant, was the spokesman 
for the federal attorneys who are not on 
vacation. 

Our information has come almost entire- 
ly from Tus TRiBUNE’s exposition of the 
case he said, “for the only communica- 
tion that has come has been the usual formal 
notification from the custom house. That 
was received last Monday. 

So far as this office is concerned, the only 
unusual feature of the case is the amount 
involved, and I have every reason to believe 
that it will be handled without regard to the 
standing of position of the offenders. 

„The official notification of the action of 
the Collector of the port is in my hands. Mr. 
Sims has been told of it, and he has not yet 
signified the time at which our work will be 
begun. I do not expect that he will cut short 
his vacation on this account, and, except for 
such a possibility, the case will not be placed 
before a grand jury for several weeks,” 


CRANE MAKES STATEMENT. 

Still affected by the surprise he reeeived 
from reading the account of his daughter's 
entanglement and overwhelmed with demands 
for an explanation as to who paid the $70,000 
to the customs officers, R. T. Crane, at his 
summer house at Lake Geneva, dictated a 
statement that was telephoned to his Chicago 
office, and there was given out by his secre- 
tary. 

Later it was said that it had been prepared 
in haste, and that, as a matter of fact, the 
magufacturer knew little about Mrs. Gard- 
ner’s art treasures and nothing about Mrs. 
Chadbourne’s part in bringing them to this 
country until he read THe Triscong. The 
statement was as follows: 

I have paid very little attention to 
this matter, but as I understand it the 
facts are these: Some years ago Mrs. 
Jack Gardner bought the goods named in 
the morning paper account and with this 
lot were; other art treasures. It was her 
intention eventually to present the works 
of art to the Boston museum, but she de- 
layed bringing them to the United States 
on account of the large sum represented 
by the duty charges. I do not know how It 
came about that Mrs. Chadbourne under- 
took to bring the goods in for Mrs. Gard- 
ner;. but it may be stated positively that 
she acted purely from motives of friend- 
ship and benevolence, not réalizingY how 
highly improper was her course. It 
scarcely is necessary for me to say that 
neither Mrs. Chadbourne nor any other 
member of the Crang family has one 
dollar's interest in this affair.“ r 

MRS. CHADBOURNE IN SECLUSION. 

Mrs., Chadbourne is at the residence of her 
sister, Mrs. Edmund A. Russell, Sheridan 
road, Lake Forest, where she has been for 
the last three weeks. 

Early in the afternoon she and others 
took a spin over the city in the Russell auto- 
mobile, and they returned in time to meet 
their guests of the evening. From guests 
it was learned that she was in the best of 
spirits, and her general demeanor indicated 
that she did not look upon her predicament 
in a serious light. 

„Mrs. Chadbourne is not here,” said Mr. 


Russell, and has not been in Lake Forest,

“And there is no uge trying to find her, 
anyway. She refuses to be. interviewed. 
What more can she say? Mr. Crane, her 
father, dictated a statement that was sent 
around to all the newspapers, and that

“But she might be able to clear away 
this cloud.” 

“No, she will not. She has nothing to 
fear, and I myself assure you that she had 
not the slightest intention of violating the 
law.“ 

THINKS VALUATION TOO LOW. 

One of the men called upon by the ap- 
praisers to fix a value upon the precious 
stuffs found within the boxes was Alfred 
Neilson, manager for W K. Cowan & Co. of

“TI am sure that the tapestries are still 
undervalued,” said W. K. Cowan. “ As soon 
as I returned from Europe I received a com- 
plete description of them, and I must say 
that if an opportunity offered I would be 
glad to pay $30,000 and the duty for the 
most important piece, feeling sure that I 
could sell it at a profit. 


“The goods should be sold at a public sale 


and not resold to the original owner, as has 
been done in some instances in the past, and 
this is especially true when the valuation 
fixed by the expert for the appraisers is too 
low. I feel confident that the total of $80,000 
now given would be raised materially, even 
at a public sale. 

“There has been a tendency to be too easy 
with smugglers of thie variety. They are 
allowed to pay a fine, which causes them no 
inconvenience, whereas if one of us tried to 


do the same thing and got caught at t we 
would not only be fined to an extent that 
might ruin us but we would be locked up 


in jail,” 


LAW MENACES SMUGGLERS. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 19.—[Special. ]— 
The arm of the law appears to be reach- 
ing out in menacing fashion for Mrs. Emily 
Crane Chadbourne of Chicago and Mrs. Jack 
Gardner of Boston. The United States dig- 
trict attorney at Chicago is to have disposi- 
tion of their case. Following the customs 
statute, the collector of the customs at Chi- 
cago will turn over to him such evidence of 
fraud as he has found, and with the district 
attorney will then lie the decision as to what 
course in court the treasury department shall 
pursue. 

Officially the treasury department pro- 
fesees not yet to know that Collector Ames 
has seized the articles of virtu which Mrs. 
Chadbourne smuggled in for her friend, Mrs. 
Gardner. Nevertheless there is in the office 
of Assistant Secretary Coolidge a complete 
list of the articles in question and an offi- 
cially appraised valuation of each. 

Chief of Customs C. P. Montgomery knows 
of the seizure. Neither Mr. Coolidge nor 
Mr. Montgomery would discuss the matter 
today in any form, although they both ad- 
mitted that they knew what had happened 
in Chicago. Mr..Montgomery was in Chi- 
cago last week, and he positively asserts that 
he was not-there for the purpose of look- 
ing into the Chadbourne-Gardner case, but 
while in Chicago he called upon Collector 
Ames in connection with business affecting 
the customs service. 


Treasury Officials Active. 

The treasury department officials here have 
been active in the proceedings which cul- 
minated in the seizure of the importations. 
Chief Montgomery conferred and investigat- 
ed with Collector Ames while in Chicago 
and Assistant Secretary Coolidge was not 
chary of his telegrams of advice while Mont- 
gomery was there. It was a case of disre- 
garding the statute which leaves affairs of 
that kind up to a certain stage in the hands 
of the collector. There was too much at 
stake and the persons involved were too well 
known to permit of any action without ma- 
ture deliberation and advice from all hands. 

So completely, however, has the treasury 
department deen officially ” in the dark as 
regards the Chicago case that another astat- 
ute bas been disregarded. The law which 
requires the collector of the customs, or the 
person making the seizure, immediately to 
notify the solicitor ef the treasury concern- 
ing the same, has been overlooked. Until 
a late hour this afternoon the assistant solici- 
tor, acting in the absence of the solicitor, had 
received no report from Chicago and he was 
himself inquiring for news of the case as a 
matter of curiosity. 

“They formerly hung smugglers in Eng- 
land,“ said he, and gave them a coat of 
tar before stringing them up, so that their 
remaina, as they hung, would keep longer 
for the view of the populace.” 


United States Law Is Severe. 

“With the United States statute providing 
the imposition of regular duties with 50 
cent their appraised value added, also ulti- 
mate confiscation of the goods and criminal 
prosecution,” he continued. the penalty im- 
posed upon smuggling and fraudulent entry 
in the UnKed States is about the next thing to 
being hung.” 

Assistant Secretary Coolidge and Customs 
Chief Montgomery let down their dars of 
caution only long enough to state that the 
case as it stands at present is entirely up 
to the district attorney at Chicago. There 


was a quiet intimation, however, that the 


goods as yet had not been confiscated, which 
might be taken to mean that procedure is 
being followed according to article 7 of 
the customs administrative act which leaves 
to the district attorney the duty of bringing 
ection after determining a sufficient ö

that where the appraised value of the goods 
in question exceed@ the value given in the 
entry by 50 per cent there shall be imposed 
a duty of 50 per cent of the appraised value 
in addition to the regular duty computed 
upon that value. 


District Attorney the Judge. 

There is now to follow an investigation by 
the district attorney to ascertain whether 
the goods shall be confiscated. He is also 
probably to determine whether, under ar- 
ticle 9 of the administrative act, there shall 
be an action at court which may result in a 
fine not to exceed §.,000 or imprisonment for 
two years, or both. 

Whether both Mrs. Chadbourne as agent 
and Mrs. Gardner as consignee can be crimi- 
nally prosecuted is also a matter for the dis- 
trict attorney to determine and advise the so- 
licitor of the treasury, who is the treasury’s 
agent in court procedure. The law is partic- 
ular to mention both agent and consignee, so 
it may be inferred that if there is evidence 
that the importations belonged to Mrs. Gard- 
ner both she dnd Mrs. Chadbourne may be 
called to account.

DENIES AID TO RAYMER.

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 19.--[Special.]—A 
series of letters, purporting to be from the 
murderer of Dr. Wilson, who Was poisoned 
by ale, have been received by the police. 
Each of them bear evidence of careful imita- 
tion of the two original] letters In which the 

slayer told his reasons for the crime. They 
were mailed from the Frankford postoffice. 

The writer taunts the police with ineffi- 
ciency, and says he is thinking of telling his 
story to the newspapers. The police assert 
these letters are forgeries. 

In one letter the writer describes why he 
used so much cyanide in the ale. He says: 
J knew that the taste of the ale would be 
nauseating and that unless Wileon took a 
big gulp, which would not be likely, as he 
would be supposed to be tasting and testing 
the ale, he would not get much cyanide un- 
less the mixture was strongly impregnated 


with the poison.” 
SEVENTY LOST IN A MINE. 


Worst Fears for Entombed Workmen 
in England Realized by Work 
of Rescuers. 


WIGAN, Aug. 10.—The worst fears have 
been realized about the explosion which 
occurred in the Maypole mine yesterday. 
The entombed miners numbered about seven- 
ty, and it is impossible that any of them can 
have survived. 

Efforts at rescue, however, continue un- 
ceasingly. Thirty bodies were discovered 
today in the workings, but the fumes from 
the burning coal prevented the rescuers from 
reaching the others which undoubtedly are 
lying far down in the mine. 

A few bodies were brought to the surface 
today, but all were so blackened and mulilat- 
ed that identifi@ation was impossible. At 
midnight an enormous crowd was still keep- 
ing a sorrowful vigil at the pit mouth.

GUILTY BLACKS MUST PAY 


He Asks That the Better Class of 


Both Races Unite to Wipe 
Out the Evil. 


New York, Aug. 19.—The World tomorrow 


in which the negro educator comments at 
length upon the recent lynchings. In his 
statement Mr. Washington says: 

Within the last sixty days twenty-five 
‘negroes have been lynched in different parts 


ot the United States Of this number only 


four of the twenty-five were charged with 
criminal assault upon women. How long 
can our Christian civilization stand this? 
Tam making no special plea for the negro, in- 
nocent or guilty, but I am calling attention 
to the danger that threatens 1 civilization. 

For the negro criminal, and especiiily 
for the negro loafer, gambler, and drunk- 
Ard. I have nothing but the severest con- 
demnation. and no legal punishment is too 
severe for the brute that assaults a woman. 


Lynchings Fail in Purpose. 

No doubt the people who engage in lynch- 
ings, and excuse them, believe they will have 
the effect of striking terror to the guilty. But 
who shall say whether the persons lynched 
are guilty? That is what courts are for. 
Those who have examinéd into the facts 
know only too well that in the wi justice of 
the mob it is frequently the Innocent man 
who is executed. 

Mob justice undermines the foundation 
upon which our civilization rests, viz.: respect 
for the law and confidence of its security. 
There are, in my opinion, two remedies—firat 
of all, let us unite in a determined effort 
everywhere to see that the law is enforced, 
that all people at all times and all places see 
that the man charged with crime is given a 
fair trial. Secondly, let all good citizens unite 
in an effort to rid the communities, especially 
the large cities, of the idle, vicious negro.”’ 

Negro Warned of Politics. 

Baltimore, Md. Aug. 10 — [Special. 
Booker T. Washington tonight urged the 
negro race to work for their own advance- 
ment in industry and commerce, but to make 
no attempt to work upwards by meansof pol- 
les. 

He said the negroes must seek peace with 
the whites. He declared needless obstacles 
were often placed in the way of the race's 
edvancement and urged the members to 
work patiently and silently to overcome them 
instead of attempting to exploit their wrongs 
before the world. 

Mr. Washington was addressing the ninth 
annual convention of the National Negro 
Business Men's league. Mayor Mahoo! made 
an address of welcome to the delegates this 
morning. 

Pays Tribute to Gibbons. 

Mr. Washington said: = 

At is well that the National Negro Business 
league meets in Baltimore, a southern city, 
where, with perhaps two exceptions, there 
is the largest negro population of any city 
in the country. In this city there is a 
thrifty, prosperous and law abiding negro 
population, and here the most kindly rela- 
tions exist between the races. Much of this, 
let me add, is due to the influence of that 
great citizen and churchman, Cardinal Gib- 
bons, whom évery negro loves and honors. 

The Negro Business league stands for 
couragéous optimism, constructive Work, and 
friendly relations. between all classes and 
races. ; 

“This organization is not only composed 
of individuals who are optimists but of those 
who possess courage—the only real courage 
that ig worth the name. While we do not 
overlook wrongs and injustices and obstacles 
needlessly placed in our pathway, we are 
more concerned in finding a way to over- 
come these difficulties than in merely ex- 


ploiting them. More and more as a race we 


must believe in ourselves, in Gur race, in 
our white neighbors, and in our country. 


South Negroes’ Best Place. 

From an industrial and business point of 
view the ten millions of my race in America 
have an opportunity that is more favorable, 
in my opinion, than those of a similar num- 
ber of our race in the world. 

“As strange as it may appear to the unin- 
formed, it is true that the opportunity of the 


negro for industry, for business, increases 


as one goes farther south, and it is in the far 
south thet negro business enterprises aré 
most numerous and most successful. 

“No matter what the excitement or the 


temptation may be in local politics or na- 


tional politics, let us resolve that nothing 
shall turn us aside for a minute from getting 
the essential and fundamental things in life. 
Political parties and public issues and pub- 
lic men change and disappear, but the funda- 
mentale of industry, thrift, and high rugged 
character remain forever. Without them all 
else is vain. With them, nothing can de- 
feat us.’

MAY DECIDE MATTER TODAY. 


Local Interests Say That New York 
Move Has Been Blocked. 


Efforts to persuade the representatives 
of John R. Waish to agree to a friendly re- 
ceivership for the Chicago Southern and 
Southern Indiana railroads were prosecuted 
yesterday during a protracted conference 
of the interests involved. 

The conference convened early in the aft- 
ernoon in the office of Attorney James C. 
Hutchins, in the Illinois Trust and Savings 
bank. It was attended by Attorney E. C. 
Ritsher, representing Mr. Waleh; members 
of the clearing house committee, Attorney 
Byrne, representing the Govin faction in 
New York; Mr. Hutchins, and others. 

The eastern representative was understood 
to favor a receivership along Mnes other than 
those proposed by the clearing house commit- 
tee, while Mr. Ritsher, in representing Mr. 
Walsh, brought opposition to any receiver- 
ship at all if it could be helped. 


May Decide Question Today. 


Those present at the conference refused 
to make any definite statement as to its 
action. It was reported, however, that a 
decision in the question was postponed until 


today. 

It is said by some of the men who are in- 
terested that the conference has had the 
effect of delaying any unannounced actionon 
the part of the Govin faction. It was ex- 
pected. that a receivership would be de- 
manded by the eastern mem in an éffort to 
gecure, even at a sacrifice, whatever might 
be realized at a forced sale of the properties. 

At the same time it was declared that the 
eastern men were not acting in sympathy 
with the western holders of bonds nor the 
Chicago banks. The question of a friendly 
receivership probably would not have been 
@iscussed in Chicago if the move on the 
part of the New York men had not been dis- 
covered. 


Discuss Results of Receivership. 


At the conference yesterday it ie said that 
the results that would follow a receivership 
either on the application of the eastern in- 
terests or the local faction were discussed.

THINK OLYMPIC OFFICIALS 
INTENDED TO BE IMPARTIAL. 


John J. Hayes and J. P. Halstead Say 
Differences in the Rules Caused Most 
of Disputes.

New York, Aug. 19.— I have nothing to say 
against the way the English people treated us, 
said John J. Hayes, winner of the Marathon race 
at the Olympic games, upon his arrival here today 
on the steamer Oceanic. 

Hayes’ view of the treatment given the Amer- 
ican team of athletes at the games in London was 
echoed by J. P. Halstead, the Cornell runner, who 
also was @ passenger on the Oceanic. 

That there were grounds for complaint by the 
Americans was admitted by both athletes, but 
neither believed that the team from this country 
was intentionally ‘discriminated against by any- 
body connected with the conduct of the sports in 
the stadium. 

Hayes got a reception at the pier from a party of 
friends, and in discussing the Marathon race he 
ald. They thought before the race that the 
Englishmen were the only ones that had a chance, 
and naturally they were a great deal disappointed 
when they did not win. Morrissey was the only 
American who was mentioned before the race as 
having any show at all. 1 don't know anything 
about the assisting of Dorando across the line. 
He was disqualified on the testimony of the judges. 
I did not have to make any protest. 

Hayes did not care to say anything about the in- 
eldentq connected with the awarding of the prizes 
which have occasioned discussion. ! 

When anything was not particularly pleasant 
we did not care much,“ he said, for we knew 
that it would be made up to us when we got home. 
I have nothing to say against the way the English 

people treated us. The English press does not 
represent the feeling of the English people. I have 
had a delightful time in England, and an especially 
good one in Ireland. I come home perfectly sat- 
isfied.’” 

Halstead, who was defeated by Sheppard in the 
first heat of the 1,500 meter race, some comment 
being excited because the two best. American run- 
ners were drawn in the same heat of the race, said: 
I had a fine time and was well treated. I do not 
believe that the Englishmen were intentionally 
unfair. I think the fact that I was drawn against 
Sheppard in the first heat was simply the luck of 
the draw. Their rules and ours differed, and it 
was because of these differences that most of the 
disputes arose.“

rivals were J. N. Patterson, the steeplechaser from 
the University of Michigan; R. M. Spitzer and 

Edward Doust of Yale;,M. J. Ryan, and George 
W. Cameron.

The use of the word “trespassing” is 
to de noted. A right of way of a railroad. 
belongs to the company. Tracks specially 
prepared for a r Use are in- 
closed by\fences. People other than rail- 
road employés here. no business on the 
right of way. They ars trespassing just 
as surely as if the roadbed were a private 
lawn or an apple orchard. 

From such a- point of view it hardly 
looks right to ‘blame ‘the railroad com- 
pany whenever a trespasser is struck by 
a fast train. Nevertheless nine people 
out of ten take that position. The rail- 
road company has a motal responsibility 
at least. It must use all possible eate- 
guards, It must have its warning signs 
at crossings, on bridges, and at other 
places of special danger. It must make 
constant effort to keep pedestrians from 
its tracks. 

In urging renewed activity in this diree- 
tion the Indiana circiilar letter calls atten- 
tion to a fact worthy of notice by II- 
nois legislators. Nine states in the union 
make explicit. proscriptions with refer- 
ence to walking on railroad tracks. Three 
expressly forbid it. In Indiana it is made 
unlawful only after warning. In the 
Illinois statutes the subject does not 
seem to be mentioned. There should be 
a penalty for this kind of trespass.

I-II think it probable that considera- 
ble interest will have been attracted in Chica- 
go and district by the recent enactment of the 
British parliament which provides that un- 
less patented articles registered over here 
are actually manufactured in this country 
they will be liable to be infringed with im- 
punity.

Slips to wear under transparent waists, 


such as lace, net, or embroidery waists, are 
best made of India silk.

Our operating department aavises me that 
our cars are being placed in better shape 
than they have been for years. Thie is par- 
ticularly: true with respect to box car equip- 
ment. We are net short any cars now, and 
in addition to this we will have a great many 
more cars in shape if the shippers of Chicago 
are able to give us Business in the fall.” 


Discuss Minimum Oarload Weights. 

A meeting of the Southwestern Tram 
mittee is to be held in St. Louis on Sept. 1 
to consider the question of minimum carload 
weights and to protest against a recent 
ruling of the railroads increasing the mini- 
mums. The shippers have made strenuous 
objection to the increases, claiming that they 
have been the cause of great injustice.

In a general way there 
is a feeling that the market's advance has 
been in excess of what was warranted by 
tbe improvement in general business. it 
a “ii is believed that the economies practiced 
in the last few months, backed dy good crops 
and a favorable result in the presidential 
election, would be a good basis for an active 
and higher market later in the year. 


American Telephone Earnings. 
‘The financial report of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company for the first 
seven months of this year shows remarkable 
increages over the figures for the corre- 
sponding period of 1907.

New York Bank Changes. 


A comparison of the controller's summary 
of the national bank reports as of July 15 
with that of Aug. 22, 1907, shows that in 
every section of the country except the east- 
ern states, loans and discounts were de- 
creased in the period. In New York City 
alone there was an expansior of $14,836,000 
in loans, while in the coun‘ry as a whole 
there was a decrease of $62,908,000. 

At the same time it is true that deposits 
and cash reserves also increased more re- 
markably in New York than elsewhere. Of 
a total increase of 3138. 305.000 in cash re- 
serves in the entire country $06,446,000 is 
credited to the New York banks. Their in- 
dividual deposits increased $138,031,000 in 
the year, while those of the entire country 
increased only $55,515,000.
